LONDON, Dec. 21.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.J] A cold fit of suspiciousness 
and depression has followed the hot 
fit of patriotic ardor with which the 
country met the Ministers’ call to arms. 
The embargo upon news from the front 
leaves the newspapers under pressure 
for filling their columns with croak- 
ings, criticism, explanations of defeat, 
Strictures upon officials’ shortcomings 
and general pessimism The Daily 


Mail and other journals, by opening. 


their columns to popular discussion of 
the methods of conducting the war are 
enabling all sorts and conditions of 
dispirited Britons to grumble aloud and 
sniff at the numerous Jonahs who 
ought to be thrown overboard. Ama- 
teur strategists are advising the with- 
drawal of Methuen’s force from Mod- 
der River, the abandonment. of Kim- 
berley garrison to the hopeless strug- 
gle against starvation, and even the 
desperate exeedient of an attempt by 
‘White to cut his way south with the 
bayonet, since the Boer line of in- 
trenchments is too strong to be at- 
tacked again in front. 

The croakers are finding fault with 
every branch of the fighting service, 
and are joining in a frantic hunt after 
More dismal and dis- 
heartening reading could hardly be in- 
vented by Leyds press bureau for the 
discouragement of recruiting than the 


| English press, with a few notable ex- 


ceptions, is supplying at the critical 
time when the nation itself is pulsat- 
ing with patriotism, when militia bat- 
talions are volunteering for foreign 
service, and the reservists are rally- 
ing to their colors, and when new im- 
perial forces are being organized from 
yeomanry cavalry, cross-country rid- 
ers and citizen soldiers. One effect of 
this doleful reading may be salutary, 
there may be a relaxation of press 
censorship orders, giving the newspa- 
pers employment less harmful than the 
wailing and gnashing of teeth. 

Rigorous as that censorship has been, 
it has not prevented the publication of 
reports that Ladysmith was short of 
ammunition, while it has cut off daily 
news from the armies that would have 
interested the public without benefit- 
ing the enemy. It has rendéred de- 
seriptions of the chief battles of the 
war unintelligible. Buller’s battle re- 
mains a mystery a week after it was 
fought. With a maze of contradictions 
respecting various features of the en- 
gagement and futile surmises regard- 
ing the responsibility for the loss o 
the guns, Englishmen have been denied 
one of the most, precious consolations 
for defeat, that of reading detailed 
accounts of the gallantry of their sol- 
diers, and have been surfeited with 
generalizations upon the superior mo- 
bility of Boer burghers and their com 
plete success in concealing their posi- 
tions, so that a frontal attack across 
exposed ground was doomed to failure 
when every order was received for an 
advance. 

Proof that Methuen’s communications 
had rot been cut behind him was sup- 
plied yesterday from the War Office 
in a short bulletin respecting corre- 
spondence with Cronje over the arrest 
of a British officer as a spy. Cronje’s 
manners are of slight* consequence in 


comparison with the importance of open 


communication between Modder River 
and the base of supplies. There is nm 
evidence that Methuen is preparing to 
retreat to Orange River where the 
army would be as useless as at Mod- 
der, unless heavily reinforced for the 
invasion of Orange Free State and co- 
operation with French on the Coles- 
berg line. Methuen remains in com- 
munication with Kimberley with flash- 
light, and the intrenchments in front 
ef him have been extended right and 
left until they touch the river-at each 
end. Maneuvering now seems out of 
the question, and a frontal attack is.a 
desperate resource. 

Buller’s army is practically in the 
same position, with the single point of 
difference that the river has not been 
erossed yet. Buller and White have 
more British soldiers than Joubert has 
Boers. The casualty lists of the bat- 
tle are still coming in, with an in- 
crease of the number of wounded in 
almost every battalion, and a formid- 
able array of prisoners. Otherwise 
there is no news from either Buller 
or White. The opinion among mili- 
tary experts has become general that 
both Buller and Methuen have been 
tied to the railway by the failure of 
other methods of transportation by 
mule train and wagons, and they have 
been unMable on this account to at- 


tempt a turning movement,. and are

compelled to attack in front, precisely 
where the invincible enemy was pre- 
pared to meet them. 

Gatacre and French, being forced to 
fall back, are incapable of keeping 
under restraint the disaffected Dutch, 
who are rapidly drifting inio open re- 
bellion, and only are held back by 
the influence of Schreiner and Hof- 
meyer. The army corps has not ac- 
complished any practical results, and 
four sections of it are now blocked by 
the enemy in front. This is the sit- 
uation which pessimists consider dis- 
heartening, although they hope, that 
the fifth and sixth divisions will ar- 
rive in time for the relief of both 
Ladysmith and Kimberley. 

Roberts has chosen as staff officers 
men who have been recommended to 
him by Wolseley and the Duke of 
Cambridge, rather than men asso- 
clated with him in India. Gen. Pret- 
tyman was with him during the Afghan 
war, and was an efficient staff officer 


during the march from Cabul to 
Candahar. Viscount Downe has been 
a close friend of the Duke of § Con- 


naught and Duke of Cambridge. Lord 
Settrington has been with Roberts in 
Ireland, and is heir, after his father, 
to the Duke of Richmond. The staff 
does not represent in any marked 
degree what is known as the Roberts 
school of Indian fighting. One or two 
appointments are understood to have 
been recommended by Kitchener, who 
knows the details of every branch of 
the service.

GEN. BULLER’S CASUALTIES. 
LARGER THAN HIS:*ESTIMATES.

LONDON, Dec. 22, 4:45 a.m.—[{By 


lantic Cable.] There is still no definite 
news regarding military operations in 
South Africa. Probably this is because 
the only: cable that is now working is 
choked With official dispatches. 

Gen, Buller’s casualty list at Colenso, 
just published, shows that 146 were 
killed and 746 wounded. Two hundred 
and twenty-seven are described as 
missing, and of these about forty are 
known to be prisoners in the hands of 
the Boers. This makes the total larger 
than Gen. Buller’s original estimate. 

Royal letters, signed by the Queen, 
are being circulated by the archbishop 
to the bishops of the various dioceses, 
authorizing a collection in the churches 
throughout England, January 7, in aid 
of the fund for the sick and wounded 
soldiers and their families. | 

Interest centers for the moment in 
the preparations to send out reinforce- 
ments.

THRILLING AND PATHETIC. 
LETTERS FROM THE SOLDIERS

company named Rogers.”’ This 
“Tommy” quickly whipped off his own 
coat, placed it around the boy officer, 
and, lying down, put his arms around 
him and for the rest of that long, cold 

night, kept him “beautifully warm.”

“The animals, wild with the shout- 
ing and the turnoi!, tore down the 
mullah into the darkness, and the last 
that was heard of them was the sound 
of ammunition boxes and panniers as 
they were splintered against the 
boulders. The hubbub of these few 
moments was sufficient to have 
alarmed the enemy. : By a strenuous 
effort the officers succeeded in getting 
the men again uncer control, and when 
daylight came they seized the first posi- 


tion which presented itself, and which 


was about two miles short from the 
original goal. They were forced to 
take advantage of the first kopje, as 


Boer scouts were all around them, and 
the day was ushered in with desultory 
firing. It was a sorry position which 
they had chosen, and the men vere in 
a sorry plight. A‘! their reserve am- 
munition -was gone, and though they 
had saved pieces of the screw guns, 
they were not able with these pieces 
to patch up a singie mounting. 
“From earliest deybreak Boer scouts 
were reconnoitering, and about 8&8 
o'clock mounted, Boers could be seen 
galloping in small groups to the cover 
of a hill west. Strong parties of 
mounted men took positions on the far 
side of two hills commanding the 
kopje. from them. About 9 o'clock

“rie was commissioned sccond lieu- 
tenant in the regular army July 28, 1866, 
ind served in the infantry until 1869, 
and then in the cavalry until 1583, and 
thereafter as insoector-general until 
the commencement of the war with 
Spain. He was repeatediy commended 
in General orders for rapidity and zeal 
the enemy, and for skiH

“Upon the declaration of the war 
With Spain he was made brigadier- 
general and on the sth of Jjaly follow- 
ing, Major-general of volunteers. Hig 
nomination for  brigadier-general of 
the regular army was determined on, 
and was ready to be sent to the Senate 
upon the day of his death. He com- 
manded the Second Division of: the 
Fifth Army Corps in the Cuban cam- 
paign, rendering distinguished service 
in the battles before Santiago and sub- 
sequently commanded the Department 
ot Santiago. March 18, 1399, he ag- 
sumed command of the First Division of 
the Eighth Army Corps in the Philfp- 
pine Isiands, and remained in command 
of this division in practically. contiftu- 
ous and most eventful service in the 
field, until he fell, December 18, 1899, 
pierced by an insurgent bullet while 
leading his troops near San Mateo on 
the island of Luzon. 

“The swift and resistless movement 
of his column up the Rio Grande and 
across the northern boundary of the 
plain of Central Luzon, which had just 
been completed, was the chief factor 
in the destruction of the insurgent 
power, and was the crowning achieve . 
ment of his arduous life. He fell in 
the fullness of his powers, in the joy of 
‘onfiict, in the consciousness of assured 
victory. He leaves to his comrades 
and his country the memory and the 
example of dauntless courage, of un- 
sparing devotion to duty, of manly 
character and of high qualities of com- 
mand, which inspired his troops with 
his own indomitable spirit.

these two parties had crowned the 
hills and opened a heavy fire at short 
range right down upon. the plateau. 
Our men made a plucky aitempt to 
return this fire, but it was impossible. 
They were under a cross fire from two 
directions, flank and rear. The two 
companies’ of Gloucestershires, holding 
the self-contained ridge, were driven 
from their shelter, and as they crossed 


the open on the low plateau 
were terribly mauled, the men 
falling in groups. The Boers on the 


west had not yet declared themselves, 
but about two hundred marksmen 
climbed to the position which the two 
eompanies of the Gloucestershires had 
just vacated. These men absolutcly 
raked the plateau, and it was then 
that the men were ordered to take 
cover on the steep reverse of the 
kopje. As soon as the enemy realized 
this move, the men on the western hill 
teemed onto the summit and opvened up 
on our men ag they lay on the slope. 
They were absolutely hemmed in and 
what had commenced as a_ skirmish 
seemed about to become a butchery. 
The grim. order was passed around: 
‘Oh, Faugh-a-ballaghs, fix your bayo- 
hets and die like men.’ There was the 
clatter of steel, the momert of sus- 
pense, and then the ‘cease fire’ 
sounded. Again and again it sounded, 
but the Irish Fusileers were loth to ac- 
cept the call and continued firing for 
many minutes. Then it was uncondi- 
tional surrender, and the men laid down 
their arms.” 

The correspondent at Ladysmith of 
the same paper, describing the batt’e- 
field of Elands Laagte, realistically re- 
lates the horrors of ‘war. He writes: 

“The battlefield, as it stood on Sun- 
day, conveyed sufficient proof of the 
Severity of the fire. The wounded had 
been removed by daylight, but the. 
burial parties had not arrived to per- 
form the last duties to the dead. The 
men lay there as they had fallen, a sad. 
pathetic tribute to the courage of the 
British soldier. We followed this tragic 
trail—Highlanders, Manchesters and 
mounted Volunteers lay indiscrimi- 
nately grouped. Then solitary figures 
under the stones showed how little the 
cover had availed them. There were 
places where wire fences had impeded 
the advance. Here the carnage had 
ween great, and one brave fellow. 
stooped in death, cut off as he strove 
to wrench a post from its foundations. | 
in the sky-line of the table-land. the 
dead lay thickest, there being the main 
spot. where the attack had been 
checked, but the 
ready there and strings of coolies were 
digging the trench which so often is 
the soldier's resting place. 

“Ww e rode back to the Boer position— 
the little kopje upon which Schiel and 
his twenty-three men had made their 
last stand. The bodies of the fifteen 
that had fallen of this little band were 
grouped as death had taken them. 
Some lay with heads sunken on their 
rifle stocks, fighting to the end. An- 
other had placed his hat upon a 
prominent stone, five yards away, and 
had died with his fingers pressing a 
charge into his magazine. What re- 
mained of the laager was the litter of 
Shell fire. The tents were torn and 


burned, wagons splintered and over- 
turned, focd stuffs, dead horses and 
explosives lay in wrecked profusion. 


There remained no doubt that our shell 
fire had played upon the position with 
full effect, and one could only marvel 


that the Boers’ had stood to their 
Suns so long; but,«as one of the 
wounded prisoners told me later in 


the day, there was no room to retreat, 
the extended files of the Manchester 
Regiment, overlapping the reverse o2 
the kopje, sweeping the northern foot- 
path, while the rain of shrapnel de- 
stroyed every living thing on the west- 
ern slopes. And the scene at the 
farmhouse nestling at the foct of the 
ridge, on the far side, bore out this 
Statement. It was here that the Boers 
had brought their horses for cover and 
carcasses lay piled on every side. The 
Slaughter among the horses must have 
been almost as heavy as that of the 
men. 

Bennett Burleigh, the Daily Tele- 
graph’s war correspondent, supplies a 
full account of the annihilation of the 
armored train contingent at Chieveley 
when Winston Churchill was captured. 
The train, it appears, with the excep- 
tion of the engine, tender and two 
trucks, was badly wrecked by the re- 
moval of fish plates, and the seventy- 
two men of the Dublin Fusileers and 
the ninety-five men of the Durban 
Light Infantry, to say nothing of five 
blue jackets from the Tartar, were 
thrown out. -Capt. Haldane of the 
Gordon Highlanders, who commanded 
the party, rallied his bruised and 
shaken men, and amid a hail of bul- 
lets from the Bocrs, began to clear 
the line, while others were pouring 
deadly volleys into the almost unseen 
Boers, hidden behind the rocks, about 
a thousand yards off. The blue jack- 
ets, bravely commanded by their petty 
officer—who was: the inearnation of 
coolness—got their 7-pounder into ac- 
tion. They sent in two, if not three, 
Well-aimed shells at the Boers. several 
hundred of whom lined the hills. But 
just then a shot from the enemy’s 
or field gun, hit the small 
naval 7-pounder, knocked gun and car- 
riage onto the veldt and wounded sev- 
eral of the seamen. But the men were 
not a whit beaten. 

The Pall Mall Gazette correspondent 
describes Winston Churchill's conduct 
on this occasion as follows: 

“A party of volunteers, consisting 
principally of plate-layers, etc.. led: by 
Winston (Churchill, who behaved 
throughout with most heroic courage, 
succeeded in placing the rails. Mr. 
Churchill had previously assisted in 
carrying in no less than twenty men 
under a terrible fire. Some idea of 
the accuracy of the enemy's fire and of 
Mr. Churchill's courage may ob- 
tained by-narrating the fact that a 
Boer shell burst front of Mr. 
Churchill, killing two men on each 
side of him. Our wounded were now 
dotting the veldt on each side. The 
continued rifle fire and the weird sound 
of the quick-firers added to the horrors 
of the situation. At last the line was 
clear, and the engine with one car- 
riage of the armired train was enabled 
to return to Frere, leaving Capt. Hal- 
dance and party flercely engaged. The 
Boers gave it a passing salvo of 
shells, hitting the tender and nearly 
derailing the train a second time.” 

The ’Daily Graphie'’s correspondent, 
describing a visit to the hulk Penelope 
at Somers Bay, where the Boer prison- 
ers are confined, undertaken in com- 
pany of Col. Stowe, the United States 
Consul-Genera!. writes: 

“The majority of the prisoners are 
sleek, contented and indifferent. They 
told me they thought the war would 
be a picnic; that they would ruin 
Natal before the imperial troops ar- 
rived: that England would be involved 
in foreign complications, and that they 
would: be able to dictate terms from 
Pietermaritzburg and Durban. They 
thought to view the Cape peninsula as 
conquerors, not from a prison ship.

TELEGRARHY WITHOUT WIRES 


NAVY TO CONDUCT EXPERIMENTS 
INDEPENDENTLY. 
[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Navy Department has 
decided to make itstown experiments in 
‘the development of ‘wireless telegraphy 
and to abandon the proposition of Mar- 
coni for furnishing b ny navy with 
apparatus and other appliances. Rear- 
Admiral Bradford, chief of the Equip- 
ment Bureau, will shortly establish two 
stations, one at NewPort and the other 
on Coaster’s Island, across the bay from 
the Newport apprentice school, where 
classes will be formed to begin tht, 
work of developing wireless telegraphy. 

This decision was due to the terms 
presented by Marconi, which the naval 
officials believed to be excessive. Many 
imperfections in the system as tried on 
the New York and Massachusetts by 
Marconi were reported by the board 


. observing the trials, and it was shown 


also that the transmission of messages 
in fleet formation would be seriously 
interfered with and interrupted by cur- 
rents crossing and confusing the sig- 
nals. 

Admiral Bradford was not satisfied 
with the limited distances messages 
could be sent between ships. He be- 
lieves that by careful experiments the 
navy will be able to develop a wireless 
telegraph system that will be superior 
to that of the Italian inventor.

SAN JOSE, Dec. 21.—This is the 
great day of the Golden Jubilee cele- 
bration, and it has been a great day 


for San José, indeed. The skies were.

Visitors 
from all sections of the State were 
pouring into the city on each train 
yesterday, and regular and special 
trains today brought many more. The

LIGHTNER MINE CAVE-IN. 
RECENT RAINS CAUSED IT.

STOCKTON, Dec. 21.—The latest par- 
ticulars from the disaster in the Light- 
ner mine at Angel’s Camp are to the 
effect that all the imprisoned: miners 
with the exception of Fisher have been 
taken out alive.

WANTED HIS FACE

SO OLD JOHN GARDINER SHOOTS 
HIS YOUNG WIFE, 


‘Would-be Murderer Then Kills Him- 
self in the Presence of the Police 
Officers—Couple Had Been Married 
but a Short Time, and Were Living 
Apart on Account of His Bad Habits.

SWIFT COMPANY’S CLAIM. 


GOVERNMENT WILL PAY FOR 

THE MANITOBA BEEF CARGO. 

{A. P. DAY REPORT} 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Mr. Trace- 
well, the Comptroller of the Treasury, 
has passed upon the claim of Swift 
& Co. of Chicago for the price of 300,000 
pounds of fresh beef; which, accord- 
ing to contract, was slipped from 
Newport News, Va., August 5, 1898, for 
use of the army in Puerto Rico. 

The record shows that the Manitoba, 
the transport on which the beef was 
shipped, arrived off Ponce August 10, 


where she ran on a reef and re- 
mained until the 14th. The captain 
of the transport made an effort to 
have the beef sent to the troops on 


shore, but the officers in charge _ re- 
fused to receive it. August 25 the 
transport was ordered to Mayagues, 
where it remained until August 31. 
While there a small amount of. the 
beef was issued to the troops direct, 


as there was no refrigerating plant on 
shore. On the same day she returned 
to Ponce, where she remained until 
September 7, and was then ordered to 
Montauk Point, N. Y.,. when the beef 
was found to be unfit for issue, and 
was thrown overboard. 

The board of survey found that the 
lors by the spoiling of the beef was 
not due to any nesligénce or fault om 
the part of the contractors. The 
Comptroller finds that at the time of 
its condemnation the beef was the 
property of the United States, and di- 
rects that the claim be settled | ac- 
cordingly.

OF BOSTON HAS GONE UNDER. 


DIRECTORS AND STOCKHOLDERS 
WILL LOSE HEAVILY.

News of the Appointment at Wash- 
ington of a Receiver Takes the “Hub 
of the Universe’ by Surprise. 
Flurry in Copper Shares Predicted 
for Today. 


[A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—Comptrol- 
ler Dawes this evening appointed Spe- 
cial Examiner Daniel G. Wing, tem- 
porary receiver of the Globe National 
Bank of Boston. The condition of the 
bank was discovered by Special Ex- 
aminer Wing in time to secure such 
action on the part of the directors as 
will probably prevent the failure from 
inflicting heavy losses upon the de- 
positors, but the directors and stock- 
holders will lose heavily. The bank, it 
is understood, was involved in the 
Squire failure and in mining stocks. 

BOSTON PEOPLE SURPRISED. 

{A. P. NIGHT REPORT.] 

BOSTON, Dec. 21.—The news that a 
receiver had been appointed for the 
Globe National Bank has taken this 
city by surprise. While the bank was 
known to have been in distress ten 
days ago, presumably over the decline 
in copper specialties, chiefly’ United 
States Mining Company stocks, it was 
thought the crisis had passed. This 
was borne out to all external appear- 
ances in the market by the reassuring 
tone of dealings the past few days. The 
Boston clearinghouse came to the as- 
sistance of the Globe bank, although 
when the Broadway National Bank 
was later in trouble, the same body 
declined to offer assistance. 

President H. H. 
ceeded Charles H. Cole some months 
ago, absolutely refused to say any- 
thing regarding the Comptroller’s ac- 
tion. 

The failure is one of the. ‘most start- 
ling and far-reaching since the closing 
of the Maverick Bank eight years ago, 
and as it intimately involved the 

value of Boston's pet. copper stocks, 
the outcome tomorrow is 
awaited. 

The bank has been in difficulty for 
some months, in fact, ever since the 
resignation of Charles H. Cole, for 
many years its president. Mr. Cole’s 
retirement eaused a sensation at the 
time, for it was known that he was 
heavily interested in the copper mine 
known as the United States Mining 
Company. One of the directors, N., 
H. Stevens, was elected to fill the po- 


who suc- 


sition of president and since then has / 


done everything to keep the bank 
from going under. Every method was 
adopted to keep up the tone of the 
market in copper shares and it was 
expected: that the bank would grad- 
ually be able to realize on a greater 
part of the loans on these stocks with- 
out loss. The tight money market, 
coupled with the great decline in all 
stocks, however, carried’ down the 
coppers and last Thursday, the bank 
was forced to call upon the clearing- 
house for assistance. After a consul- 
tation the clearinghouse came to the 
rescue and issued $3,000,000 in certifi- 
cates to enable the Globe to meet its 
indebtedness to other banks. 

During the past week the  with- 
drawals from the bank have been ex- 
ceedingly heavy, amounting it is said 
to over $2,000,000 in deposits. A flurry 
in copper stocks is anticipated at the 
opening of the Stock Exchange to- 
morrow.

GERMAN FLAG NOT HOISTED— 
TROUBLES EXAGGERATED. 
[A. P. DA¥ REPORT.) 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—The follow- 
ing statement is made by the German 
officials here:

from Apia, via Auckland, reports that 
the German Consul at Apia has sol- 
emnly proclaimed the pending annexa-.

“This report does not cover the re- 
ports received in Berlin from the Ger-

“The German Consul has likewise 
wired on the 15th inst., but he simply 
states that certain Tanu chiefs have 
refused to pay the head tax imposed 
by the three consuls, hence they had 
been ordered to leave the districts by 
the thirteen chiefs. The three consuls 
have instructed the thirteen chiefs to 
send the aggressors to Apia for trial. 
This has been agreed upon.” 

The State Department has had no 
message from our Consul at Apia to 
confirm the reports of fresh trouble in 
Samoa, and this fact is regarded as 
sufficient to show that any slight, dis- 
turbance that may have occurred has 
been much exaggerated in the report. 
The .ofticials are confident that what- 
ever trouble may occur will not be 
chargeable to the German officials, as 
the German government is quite as 
anxious as our own that the pending 
treaty providing for a permanent set- 
tlement of the whole Samoan question 
shall not be endangered at this critical 
stage.

This lady said: ‘‘Let 
me introduce you toa Dutch farmhouse 
in the Transvaal, situated a few miles 
from Johannesburg. It is a low build- 
ing of stone, with corrugated-iron roof; 
along the front runs a stoep, or ve- 
randa, built of stone, laid one upon an- 
other, and covered with earth, beaten 
down hard. This is the place where the 
Boer loves to lounge, smoke his ever- 
lasting pipe and ruminate, when he is 
not laying down thelaw with regard 
to Englishmen or Uitlanders. 

“We pass on into the inner room, 
which is breakfast-room, dining-room 
and drawing-room, and is roughly and 
primitively furnished. The floor is 
composed of a mixture of clay and cow 
dung, beaten down hard and firm. The 
sleeping apartments leading out of this 
room are a little more comfortably 
furnished. 

“The surroundings of the home are 
a little better than a wilderness. While 
the soil is so fertile that it is com- 
monly said that if you throw a plant 
at the ground and water it, it will 
grow, no green fields of wheat or bar- 
ley wave in the soft, sweet air. The 
average Boer does not seem to believe 
in cultivation. Through all the years 
in which they have held the Transvaal 
it seems never to have occurred to

largely attended. 
Prof. James A. Foshay delivered the 
address of welcome, speaking of the 
progress made since the last meeting 
and' of the _ in- 
creased attention being paid in al) 
parts of the country to the profession 


of teaching. He referred reminis- 
cently to the early meetings of the 
State association. in Southern Cali- 


fornia, and to the final organization 
of the present society, which now is 
probably the heading educational body 
in California with regard to numbers 
and excellence of intelligent work. 

Continuing, the speaker said: 

“The Board of fducation and the 
superintendent determine what shall 
be attained each term, yet the teacher 
is left to choose the means whereby 
those ends may be reached. This 
demands that your study and your 
best thought must be given to the 
best methods. The more the teacher 
knows of pedagogy and the children, 
the better she can teach. The best ex- 
pedients are often suggested by the 
immediate needs of the class. 

“Then, too, there must be sympathy, 
energy and the reading of live edu- 
cational papers and books, and _ the 
association with ‘educational people, 
and a love for the teacher’s’ work, 
which reaches the children and _in- 
spires them to effort, if the teacher 
would be a successful one. One has 
said: ‘Teaching is the noblest of all 
professions, but the sorriest of trades.’ 

“The teacher must be a constant 


student of child nature, intellectual 
growth and physiology, as well as 
methods of teaching. The young 


teacher must give careful attention to 
the psychology and physiology of the 
child, if she would succeed in doing 
the best work for the children. Mind 
growth and body growth operate 
gether, and must. be treated with this 
understanding. We cannot expect to 
be recognized with the other profes- 
sions unless the great lights of our 
profession, Pestalozzi, Arnold, Froebel, 
Rousseau, Spencer, Mann and others 
are to us what Gray and Holbrook 
are to the physician, and Blackstone 
and Kent to the lawyer. 
“We are living In an age of changes. 
We hear much of the ‘new education,’ 
and compare it with the old. The ten- 


‘dency today seems to be to take the 


work. from the children and transfer it 
to the teachers. It has been said that 
the distinction between the old and the 
new education is, that under the old 
system the pupils were sacrificed for 
the teacher, while under the new, the 
teacher is sacrificed for the pupils. It 
is a fact that the teachers do much 
more for the children today than they 
did when we were in school as pupils.” 

In responding, Prof. Kauffman, presi- 
dent of the teachers’ association, said 


in part: 

‘We are learning the same fact in 
pedagogy as in horticulture, that no 
foreign system, no custom-made dogma 
will work out in our country. Our 
greatest hope for the future lies in the 
increasing intelligence, in the high op- 
timism and in the appreciative attitude 
of our teachers toward their work. 
This is shown by the increasing num- 
ber who make teaching their life call- 
ing, by the higher standard of profes- 
sional *putation set by the normal 
schools, and pedagogical departments 
of the universities, and by the interest 
and the enthusiasm manifested by the 
teachers in their daily work and in all 
educational gatherings like the one 
which brings us together on the pres- 
ent occasion.” 

Prof. Elmer E. Brown of the State 
University spoke briefly of the ‘‘Ethics 
of Teaching,’ making a plea for the 
mora! ideal and saying that the stand- 
ing of the profession rests mainly upon 
the individual righteousness of the men 
and women who compose it. 

‘Dr. Charles C. Van Liew, the new 
president of the Normal School at 
Chico, followed with an able address on 
“Character and Instinct.’ In discuss- 
ing the conformity of education to en- 
vironment the speaker said: 

‘In our efforts to develop character 
we must, I believe, give due recogn!- 
tion to the deep instinct side of the hu- 
man nature. I would not ignore the 
necessity of modification through en- 
vironment; that is, through the com- 
mon stock in trade of civilization with 
all its achievements, aims and ideals, 
but there is hardly an instinct common 
to human nature, which, taken at the 
flood tides of development, cannot 
make far greater force with a better 
economy of energy, than the forces of 
environment alone. Seize every 
instinct then’at the height of its ac- 


-tivity and either develop, transform oar

THE WAR WILL GO ON. 

A report came from Brussels, a.day 
or two ago, to the effect that President 
Kruger is ready to sign a treaty of 
peace “if Great Britain will ask for no 
further privileges for uitlanders, 
and will pay what the war has cost 
the Boers.” The alleged authority for, 
this statement was Herr Holleben, who | 
is in charge of the Transvaal agency | 
at Brussels. Herr Holleben was sub- | 
sequently interrogated. as to the state-— 
attributed to him, and replied 
of the kind 
mentioned have been formulaied, “a 
contingency inviting proposals of peace 
would be welcome under certain 
ditions. We have no authority,” he 
added, “to indicate terms; but if any 
government desires to mediate, the 
South African Republic will be found 
ready to treat.” 

This is all very well; but there is/| 
not the slightest reason to suppose that 
Great Britain, at the present juncture, 


has any desire to secure terms of 
peace, unless it be on terms of the 
unconditional surrender of her. foes; 


which, of course, would be out of the 
question entirely. It is quite true that. 
the British have suffered some severe. 
reverses in the Transvaal; but this 
was expected, at the beginning of the 
war. The Dutch have not won so de- 
cided victories that they can presume 
to dictate terms of peace, nor have 
the British suffered losses so severe 
that they can afford to sue for peace. 
The talk that has been indulged in, 
of peace on the basis of the statu quo, 
is idle. England, under no. circum- 
stances, would consent to the restora- 
tion of ante-bellum~ conditions. Nor 
would the allied foes of Great Britain, 
the South African republics, flushed as 
they are with recent victories, agree to 
any terms which did not include some 
return for the outlays to which they | 
have been subjected on account of the 
war. It is thus seen that there is no, 
prospect that peace would be admis- 
sible on either side. The war has not. 
gone far enough for that. One or more 


fore any serious discussion of terms of 
peace will be practicable; and it may 
take many more, and many blicody bat- 
tles, before the stage of diplomatic | 
negotiations is reached, if that stage is 
ever reached. 
That this stage will ever be reached 
is extremely doubtful. English pride 
and prestige have suffered too severe a 
rebuff to be satisfied with anything 
short of final victory, and the prob- 
abilities are that Great Britain will | 
wage a relentless war from this time | 
forward, until her generals in the field | 
receive the unconditional surrender of | 
the Boers.

THEATER. “The New 
Camille,” as given by Nuance O'Neil 
at this theater last night, is the con- 
ventional ‘Camille’ that has been 


played for many years, with some mi- 
nor variations which perhaps make 
the story somewhat more clear and 
consistent than in the older version, 
yet it is the same, moving, world-fa- 
mous drama of the emotions—tne 
criginal problem.play, so to speak-- 
with which the younger Dumas, many, 
many years ago, electrified Paris, and a 
play which, ever since its first produc- 
tion, has given no end of occasion for 
speculation of oneg kind and another, 
particularly whether it is a play whose 
production has made the world any 
better for it. 

Leaving aside the ethies of the play, 
as such, let us agree that it tells a 
story of human life as it was in the 
day of Dumas and is it is in this day, 


‘close upon the end of the century. The 


world is yet full cf Camilles, and it is 
not to be doubted that we more often- 
times touch elbows with her as we pass 
along the pavements than we know. 
There are Armands, too,.and it is in- 
deed a small city in which this same 
story, With minor changes, is not many 
times worked out to its last tragic and 
touching end. 

Miss O’Neil’s Camille is a very hu- 
man, very tender and a very wom- 
anly and touching performance. It 
has not been given her .by nature to 
appear the ideal Camille—she is too ro- 
bustly magnificent, too potential in her 
forcefulness to be that, but in all the 
other essentials she pictures to us’ the 
courtesan who has a tender heart, a 
splendid sense of loyalty and honor, 


_the realwomanwith a real heart throb- 


bing in her tortured bosom. In the 
scene with Armand’s father, her play- 
ing was superb, and the closing act and 
the final scene, when the fair creature 
of Armand’s devotion dies in that fond 
lover’s arms, her work was suchas to 
wring the heart and melt the eyes of 
even the blasé to tears. Miss O'Neil 
presents the part with tremendous feel- 
ing and those elements of pathos 
which compel the admiration and 
touch the deepest wells of human sen- 
timent. 

Mr. Clement is too saturnine and too 
much in earnest to’ be quite the Ar- 
mand of one’s fancy in the earlier acts 
of the play, but in the last two acts 
he rises to the occasion with great 
power, and it is then that his natural 
earnestness and sincerity become of 
vital moment in giving an air of real- 
ism to the scenes presented. The scene 
at the ball, when the angry lover show- 
ers the gold he has won from De Var- 
Ville upon the head of the heart-broken 
Camille, was splendidly presented, and 
the final scene with the dying courte- 
San was close in keeping with the. sen- 
timent of the play. The Mons. 
Duval of Barton Hill was in keep- 
ing with the other fine performances 
that have been. given here by this 
gifted player. He looked the part to 
the life, and in the scene where Camiile 
promises to break off with his son, 
every tone and incident bordered upon 
perfection. 

The play was handsomely costumed, 
but. unfortunately, the entré acts were 
so long that the performance did not 
close until a very late hour, which 
makes extended mention of other mem- 
bers of the cast deserving of praise, 
quite out of the question.

LOS ANGELES THEATER. “My 
Friend from India” was presented at 
this theater last evening before an 
appreciative audience of fair size: The 
play is billed as a comedy. It is too 
broadly farcical in its outworking to 
merit that designation. Its true place 
is a notch or two above the so-called 
“farce comedies” of the “We, Us & 
Co..." and “A Pair of Kids” variety, 
Which have neither plot nor sequence, 
but rely for their success upon clever 
foolery and rollicking nonsense. 

“My Friend from India” has some 
plot. and its situations are not wholly 
Without sequence. It is designed as 
a satire on the theosophist fad, and 
in a crude sort of way hits off that 
craze with considerable effectiveness. 
Some of its situations are extremely 
funny, and its unfolding furnishes an 
agreeable entertainment for those who 
desire mereiy to be amused, without 
the least appreciable tax upon their 
intellectual faculties. 


Of the company presenting the 
piece, it is possible to speak, in the 
main, favorably. L. R. Stockwell in 


the title role is certainly droll, and is 
becomingly stupid. The costumes 
which he is required to wear in the 
course of the play are ludicrous 


‘enough, but the credulity of the audi- 


tor is taxed to the impossible point 
when he is expected to regard the 
“friend from India’ as a counterpart 
of Arabella Reekman Streete. Iow- 
ever, “everything goes” in farce, and 
it is not politic to be too exacting in 
the matter of a play designed only to 
amuse, and not in the least to move 
the emotions or to point a moral. The 
character of Augustus Shaver, as~-pre- 
sented by Mr. Stockwell, is certainly 
very quaint and amusing. As this is 
all that is expected, it may be consid- 
ered a success, in its way. 

Of the other Characters in the play, 


that of Erastus. Underholt is por- 
trayed by Jeff D. Williams With 
breadth and ‘‘go,’’ as it should be. 


Francis Yale plays the part of Charles 
Underholt with ease and evenness. 
Stewart Allen, in make-up and action, 
gives a striking character study as 
Rev. James Tweedle.

ADVANCES IN RATES 


NEW POINT IN INTERSTATE 
COMMERCE AFFAIRS. 


Chairman Gill of the Official Classi- 
fication Committee Says Proposed 
Figures Apply to Freights That 
“Can Stand Them.” 


Protests of Shippers 
Throvgh His “Hands to the Others 
of the Committee Without a 
Hearing Being Granted. 


Settlement of the Old Differential 
Squabble Down East Dimmer Than 
Ever Before—Grand Canyon 
Line Extension: 


{A. P. DAY REPORT.} 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 21.—A hearing 
was begun today by the _ Interstate 
Commerce Commission in the matter 
of changes in freight classification 
and advances in freight rates by car- 
riers using the classification. 

Many complaints have been filed 
with the commission alleging tKat dis- 
criminating changes in freight classi- 
fication have been agreed upon, to 
take effect January 1, 1900. To de- 
termine this question the hearing of 
today was held. Many of the most 
prominent railway officials of the 
eastern part of the country attended 
hearing, and representatives of 
large shipping interests of the ‘same 
section were also present, 

At the opening of the hearing, C. 
FEF. Gill of New York, chairman § of 
the Official Classification Committee, 
said the railroads were without knowl- 
edge of the persons who had requested 
the hearing, and asked that they be 
called on to state wherein the proposed 
changes were unjust. Gill maintained 
that the proposed advances in freight 
rates were due to the increased cost 
of railroad plants and maintenance, 
and that advances had been applied 
to classes of freights that could pay 
them. 

Gill’s contention that the shippers 
be first interrogated was overruled, 
and he himself was put on the stand. 
He said that all protests would be 
considered by the Classification Com- 
mittee, but the committee was satis- 
fied the proposed advances were neces- 
sary on account of increased cost of 
railroad operations. He intimated that 
still further advances would probably 
have to be made. Upon many articles, 
Gill maintained that existing rates of 
freight were “unjustifiably low.’’ 


In the course of a long examination ]. 


by W. A. Day, attorney for the com- 
mission, .Gill gave no reason for the 


advances on the especial articles under- 


discussion, except general 
which applied to all freight. 


reasons, 


cations, generally speaking, were 
restorations of freight rates which 
prevailed in times past, when ~* COoni- 
mercial and trade conditions were sim- 
ilar to what they now are. His re- 
plies to a long series of questions in- 
dicated that his own belief, and that 
of his colleagues on the Classification 
Committee, was that the recent marked 
advance in the price of railway equip- 
ment and operating—in steel rails and 
all forms of steel and iron, etc.—ren- 
dered it necessary for the railroads in 
a degree proportionately to advance 
freight rates. He said there had been 
a gradually-descending scale for 
twenty years, but he was unable to say 
whether the proposed new rate would 
be higher or lower than the rates 
which prevailed in 1892. 

In a statement to the commission, 
Attorney Day said a comparison of the 
proposed rates on certain specific arti- 
cles showed that the new rates would 
be higher than ever had existed since 
the commission was created. 

Judge C. A. Prouty, a member of 
the commission, instituted a line of 
inquiry, the questions and answers in- 


dicating that in 1887 the railroads’ paid. 


more for steel rails and other articles 
of equipment than they had to pay 
now. In view of this fact, he desired 
to Know why the Classification Com- 
mittee deemed it necessary to increase 
the rate. Gill replied, as he had pre- 
viously done, that the rates on articles 
which had advanced, could well stand 
them, and the railroads would derive 
an. additional revenue. He indicated 
by his answers that the present prices 
of articles and the prices in 1887 had 
little, if anything, to do with the ac- 
tion of the committee, except that in 
a general way the committee felt the 
articles on which increases had been 
made could afford to pay them. 

While protests against the proposed 
rates had been received from shippers, 
the shippers had. not been afforded an 
opportunity to be heard by the com- 
mittee, as it was not the practice of 
the committee to accord such hear- 
ings. As chairman, he heard’ the 
protests and communicated their sub- 
stance to the committee. Protests 
against the proposed classification had 
not been considered by the committee, 
and would not be until after the classi- 
fication had gone into effect.

GEN. LAWTON'S VIEWS. 


THE SOLDIER WRITES OF HIS 
RELIGIOUS IMPRESSIONS. 


The Valiant Commander, Who Was 
Slain the Other Day at San Mateo, 
not a Reckless Man, Neither Was 
He a| Scoffer—His Vigor and Self- 
reliance. 


At this moment, when the sad death 
of Maj.-Gen. Henry W. Lawton is se 
vivid in the minds of his country- 
men, a letter from his own pen, which 
gives the writer’s views upon serious 
subjects, cannot but be of interest, ege 
pecially as it shows the innate chare 
acter and high-mindedness of this 
splendid soldier, who has just been 
Icst to his country. 

The letter is in response to one 
written to him by a minister of this 
city, and it is through that gentleman, 
the Rev. J. H. Stewart, that The 
Times is afforded the opportunity to 
lay this striking and impressive com- 
munication before its readers. The 
letter, as will be seen, was written but 
a few short months ago, and reads as 
follows:

Rev. J. H. Stewart, No. 1947 East 
Second street, Los Angeles, Cal.—My 
Dear Sir: Although your letter was 


written a year ago, I have it now be- 
fore me, and while I wish to apologize 
for not having replied to it sooner, I 
desire to say that I withheld it from 
my correspondence that | might write 
a reply personally. You may under- 
stand that during the last year at 
times my correspondence has reached 
such dimensions that it was impossible 
for me even to read all my letters, and 
I have been obliged to have assistance 
all the+time in sending replies. 

First, let me thank you most 
heartily your congratulations, 
which I accept, Knowing them to be 
thoroughly sincere, and to express my 
gratitude for the confidence you have 
in my ability under the conditions set 
before me. . 

You refer in your letter to the fact 
that the war has ended. Reading your 
letter a year later, it indicates more 
clearly than anything eise I can speak 
of, how little we can tell ox the 
future. While at that time the war 
had ended, and we had every reason 
to look forward to an uninterrupted 
period of peace and prosperity, still, as 
the facts have déveloped, we have had, 
and now have, a greater military prob- 
iem before us than the one just ter- 
minated at that time. 

I thank you. too, for calling my at- 
tention to those things which seem to 
you so important. It is true that I 
have been frequently in great danger. 
I have been since the writing of your 
letter in positions and places where I 
have been surprised when I found my- 
self safely through the ordeal. I am 
not a reckless man, and have never 
gone into danger without a full ap- 
preciation of all that it implied. I am 
not a scoffer, I believe thoroughly in 
religion, and believe that to those who 
rely upon it, it is a great assistance, 
a great strength. It is not a matter 
that I have put from me, because I 
did not care to trouble myself about 
it: I have thought of it a great deal; 
I have thought of all that it implies 
and all that it imposes, but I have 
never yet been enabled to satisfy my 
own conscience. 
a hypocrite, and for some inexplicable 
reason I have been unable to satisfy 
myself that I could accept, and reply 
upon those impressions or feelings 
which to me appear more a sentiment, 
or what I. would term a superstition, 
than a reality. It may be perhaps 
that being a strong and vigorous man, 
somewhat self-reliant, and accustomed 
to depend more or less upon myself 
and my own judgment, that I have be- 
come overconfident, conceited, perhaps, 
even to the extent of warping my rea- 
son in a matter of so great an’ im- 
portance. Nevertheless, I appreciate 
your letter; I have read it often; I 
have thought of it a great deal, and I 
thank you heartily for it, and for all 
you say in it. , 

Mrs. Lawton and children are with 
We are all well, and I believe 
the family enjoy their life here very 
much. We often speak of you, and 
wish for your welfare and happiness, 
and my wife, who has just this mo- 
ment come to the table, says: “Give 
my warmest love to the whole Stewart 
family. I ehink very often of them all 
and hope they are all well, in which 


the children join.”

ANOTHER CASTLE STORMED. 


MRS. A. MARTIN HALED 
FROM._HER HIDING PLACE. 


Was Barricaded in a House on Bel- 

mont Avenue, from Which She Was 

Dislodged by the Police—Is Now in 

Jail With Mrs. Gross—Old Man 
Gross also in the Toils., 


Castle No. 2, of the alleged Gross- 
Martin dead-beat syndicate, was 
stormed and taken yesterday by min- 
ions of the law, and Mrs. Lucy A. 
Martin, alias ‘“‘Mother Rawson,” now 
shares a cell with Mrs. Rosie Gross in 
the City Jail. 

A warrant for the arrest of Mrs. 
Martin and Mrs. Gross was issued by 
Justice Austin Wednesday, but when 
the Adams-street mansion, in which 
the members of the syndicate had been 
entrenched for several months, was 
broken into and searched Wednesday 
afternoon, Mrs. Gross was found to 
She pro- 
fessed ignorance of the whereabouts of 
Mrs. Martin, who is looked upon as 
being the head of the “free trade’ com- 
bine. Mrs. Gross, therefore, had no 
company during her first night's in- 
earceration. Officer Sparks, however, 
discovered Mrs. Martin’s hiding place 
and captured her after a short siege 
yesterday morning. He found her barri- 
caded in a house on Belmont avenue, 
which seems to have been used as a 
reserve. stronghold by elusive 
Gross-Martin aggregation. Sparks got 
into the house by executing a flank 
movement, and rushed the silver- 
haired but frisky Mrs. Martin away to 
the City Jail, where she was locked 
up with Mrs. Gross. 

The two women are charged jointly 
with the embezzlement of five geese 
valued at $10, entrusted to them by 


| Max Urban, November 25. The women 


had bargained with Urban for thé 
geese, and he delivered them at the 
Adams-street residence which the al- 
leged swindlers has preémpted. Mrs. 
Martin gave Urban an order on Fred 
Gross, Sr., for the price of the geese, 
but when Urban presented the order 
to Gross, the latter repudiated it, and 


when Urban tried to recover his geese, | 


he was unable to gain access to the 
premises where the geese were con- 
cealed. Urban is a harmless-looking 
but determined German, and the loss 
of his ‘“‘gooses’”’ aroused his fighting 
blood. He, accordingly, inaugurated a 
campaign for the undoing of the Gross- 
Martin outfit, and kept steadily after 
them until he at last has the satisfac- 
tion of seeing part of them in jail. 
Hugh J. Crawford, Esq., appeared 
before Justice Austin yesterday as 


| counes! for Mrs. Gross and Mrs. Mar- 


tin, for whom he pleaded not guilty 
and demanded a jury trial. The case 
was set for January 3, and bail was 
fixed at $300 for each defendant. Be-

Fred Gross, Sr., also had a _ short 
seance with Justice Austin yesterday 
afternoon and is wanted for further in- 
terview by the court. When the prem- 
ises at No. 1101 West Adams street 
were raided Wednesday, two untagged 
dogs were found in the house. These 
animals, or at least one of them, proved 
to be the property of Gross. Yesterday 
when he called at the Police Station 
to see his imprisoned wife, Officer C. 
L. Johnson served a warrant on him, 
charging him with evasion of payment 
of dog license tax. The old man was 
hauled into the Police Court, where he 
pleaded guilty to the charge and was 
fined $10, which he paid, and then tear- 
fully departed, vowing that he would 
yet commit suicide on account of the 
disgrace brought upon him by his wife. 
Like Adam of old, he blames Eve with 
being the. cause of all the trovwble. 
Gross stated to one of the officers that 
he would have killed himself long ago 
but for the affection he had for his 
two little girls. The officers do not take 
much stock in his threats to commit 
suicide. His business methods jhave 
been questioned quite as much as those 
of his wife, and it was stated yester- 
day afternoon that a warrant for his 
arrest in connection with recent al- 
leged petty swindling transactions had 
been issued, but he got away before the 
officer who had the warrant was able 
to serve it. 

The police are still searching for 
Fred Gross, Jr., who has been com- 
plained against by Wells & Son, ice 
cream dealers and confectioners. for 
petty larcency. Young Gross, it is al- 
leged, made away with $2 worth of ice 
cream and candy. which was delivered 
at No. 1101 West Adams street, through 
false pretenses. 
Complaints are still coming in at po- 
lice headquarters from tradespeople 
and merchants who allege that they 
have been victimized by the Gross- 
Martin combintaion. Their operations 
appear to have been so bold and ex- 
tensive that it is a wonder that they 
did not come to grief months ago.

THE WASHINGTON NAVEL, 


Fruitiuiness in Old Ace, 


HE horticultural editor of the 
Te Angeles Timnes recentdy called 

my attention to a quite common 
belief he had found to exist among 
the growers,. that the Washington 
navel tree had a tendency to barren: 
ness due to jack of vigor as it grew 
old. He asked for my opinion and 
desired me to investigate give 
him my opinion-in writing pon this 
Subject. The condition of seme of my 
own trees and the opinion expressed by 
that careful student of such matters 
W. C. Fuller of Colton, had led me to 
have doubt regarding the future pro- 
ductiveness of this orange. Mr. .Fuller 
had discovered orchards all over 
southern Catifornia a disposition of 
the finer varieties to revert to primi- 
tive and . types, and was at 
Gne time disposed io think that there 
Was great dans of deterioration. 
The condition of many  well-located 
@rchards seemed to justify the sus- 
picion he he Was reluctant to ac- 
cept this view, but undertook a care- 
ful examination. of most of the old- 


est groves at Riverside with a. deter- 
Mination to find if there was any in- 
herent weaknet Which occas.oned 
the scant and light-colored | foliage, 
and ihe Smail or medium crops; or, if 


ss 


there was other cause for such condi- 
tion, a means of cure. 
The’ questions 1 here present are, 


then: Is there a lack of vitality in the 
tree as it grows old? If there appears 
to be, what is the cause, and can we 
remove it? 

I find that there is a radical differ- 
ence in the condition of the oldest 
groves. Some are marvelously beauti- 
ful and productive, and others are 
light of color and scant of fruit. In 
some fairly good orchards there are 
sections in Which the trees are un- 
heaithy, and this to an extent to re- 


duce the yield tO an unsatisfactory 
figure. The fact that the gvod and 
bad orchards, and the larger number 


which are neither very: good nor very 


bad, are located under practically 
identical conditions of soil, climate 
and irrigation facilities, is . proof 


enough that the cause of unsatisfac- 
tory conditions of tree and product is 


not due to any constitutional weak- 
ness of the tree, but to. differing 
methods of treatment. 1 am_sthor- 
oughly convinced that the tree is 
above the average in vitality, and 


that there is no justification for the 
belief that it is to become. non-pro- 
duciive as it grows old. 

lt isa fact that cannot be denied that 
many of the oldest orchards are yield- 
ing light crops, and that their foliage 
lacks that rich Character- 
istic of the thoroughly healthy orange 
tree. But I am satisfied that the_fault 
it not with the tree, but with the 
owner. It is true that the young bear- 
ing orchards average better crops than 
do the oid ones. But it is also true 
that the very best trees, the richest 
foliaged and- heaviest bearing are the 
oldest in the valley. These facts seem 
to point clearly to causes outside of 
the tree ipself for the unsatisfactory 
condition of many orchards, and, hav- 
ing satisfied myself that many of the 
oluest orchards were the best, thought 
it proper to discover why it was that 
adjacent orchards, having identical 
natural conditions, were either a bur- 
den to their owners, or at best returned 
but a very moderate net income. 

It cannot be doubted that to three or 
four causes is due the failure of many 
groves. I do not mean absolute failure 
in all cases, but failure as compared to 
the best. I do not think the average 
orchardist will admit his fault in the 
matter. 1 find a majority deny condi- 
tions in their groves which are appar- 
ent enough to an unprejudiced investi- 
gator. é 

First—We do not feed the trees suffi- 
ciently. The navel bears every year, 
and sooner exhausts the soil of the es- 
sential elements than such trees as rest 
from time to time. 

Second—We do not stir the soil to a 
sufficient depth, nor do we take all the 
pains we should to pulverize/it finely. 
In the rich, red, clayey soil most prized 
because it produces the highest colored 
and best keeping fruit, there is invari- 
ably a tendency to form a crust of some- 
what impervious soil below the depth 
regularly reached by the plow and cul- 
tivator. This is hardly “hardpan,” such 
as is found in some sections. It will 
allow the roots to penetrate. and soft- 
ens into cultivable shape if irrigation is 
long continued.- But it is sufficiently 
hard to prevent the penetration of an 
ordinary irrigation. and prevents the 
full benefit of the soluble fertilizers ap- 

lied. In nine out of ten of the or- 
chards examined I find evidence that its 
' presence has rendered partially useless 
much of the fertilizer, water and labor 
used. 

Third—The disposition is to economize 
by delaying the application of water in 
the hot season until the tree plainly 
manifests its need. This policy, at least 
- fn a soil like that of Riverside and Red- 
lands, I think is a mistake. I admit 
that by the use of manures that lighten 
the soil it can be made to absorb and 
reiain water and fertilizer, and that 
guch treatment is a valuable aid where 
water is scant; but I find the best re- 
sults obtain where no attention is paid 
to the theory of infrequent irrigation, 
and water is regularly supplied. 

A point to which I wish to call your 
attention is that in every one of the 
healthy and productive @id orchards 
every one of these three points of 
treatment is faithfully attended to, 


whiie I find not one of the ordinary or 
inferior orchards in which either one 
or two, and sometimes: all three, are 
disregarded. I] do not mean intention- 
ally ignored in the latter class. The 
owner.hasn’t.the. means to. properly

It is pos- 
sible that the calling of the attention 
of their owners to the practices which 
haverwon' most marked success may 
lead. them to appreciate the need of 
improving their methods, instead of 
drifting along in the easier, conven- 
tional way which is common. Young 
orchards generally pay, while the soil 
is virgin and its abuse, has not begun 
to affect the product.” It will be well 
if the conceit which has always char- 
acterized the residents of each

He has always culti- 
fated deeply, and considers this one of 
the fundamental causes of his success, 

Another old navel orchard is that of 
Ernest Meacham. He has five acres, 

— 

twenty-two years of age, planted a rod 
apart. He has attained results so much 
superior to some of ‘his neighbors that 
his methods are worth considering. 
Having considerable stock, he uses his 
stable manure by making a dead fur- 
row across the regular irrigating lands, 
into which he puts it while fresh, three 
to five feet to the tree, immediately 
covering it deeply with the plow. In 
the course of the year he gets over the 
whole ‘place in this way. ,This sends 
the nitrogenous matter deep with the 
rains and irrigating water, and the soil 
is made mellow by its presence. In the 
late winter he applies ten to twelve 
pounds of guano, with which is mixed 
3 per cent. of potash and 5 per cent. of 
sulphate of iron. He irrigates thor- 
oughly every thirty days in summer, 
and his appliances of his own devising 
for deep furrowing and thorough ‘cul- 
tivation close up to the trees while 
his team walks in the center of the 
land are worth examining. These 
trees are exceptionally fine in color 
and quantity, and the auality of fruit is 
remarkable. There isn’t a sick tree in 
the lot, except one or two attacked by 
gophers. For several years this five 
acres has yielded between three and 
four thousand boxes of oranges, run- 
ning perhaps 90 per cent. fancy. This 
orchard mose effectually demonstrates 
the vigor and productiveness of the o!d 
navel tree when properly cared for. 

Everybody Knows the Barney Or- 
chard, the largest of the original navel 
orchards. It has always had the best 
of care, and, if anything, has been 
over-fertilized at times, and yet, in 
spite of the harm the termina! branches 
got from the April frost of two years 
ago, is’ marvelously beautiful today, 
with its dark-green foliage and heavy 
crop of splendid fruit. It has water 
regularly, and is always thoroughly 
cultivated.

Aoole Pollination. 
HAT is apparently a new dis- 
covery in the pollination of ap- 
ples, is credited to Nelson Ward 
of Compton. Mr. Ward, who lives: two 


orchard of a kind which is almost iden- 
tical with the white winter pearmain, 
although the fruit is somewhat larger 


riety. 

Mr. Ward’s orchard is comparatively 
remote from other apple trees and is 
sixteen years old. A considerable num- 
ber of the trees, however, are younger, 
having been planted in the piaces of 
others that have died, A little mistake 
in replanting led to the discovery. 
What. was supposed to be a white win- 
ter pearmain tree was planted several 
years ago, but it proved to be a New- 
ton pippin. The first bloom on that tree 
appeared. in- 1898. The bloom. was a lit- 
tle later than that of the white winter 
pearmains, which standon all sides of it, 
but the blossoms came before the blos- 
soms on the white winter pearmains 
had disappeared. 

The apple crop of 1898 in that or- 
chard developed a curious situation. 
Generally through the orchard the 


yield was scarcely large enough to be 
called a fair one. On the sides of the 
four white winter pearmain trees 
standing nearest to the Newton pip- 
pin it was much different. The limbs 
on those sides were heavily laden with 
fruit. On the outer rows of trees in 
the orchard the yield was better than 
that of the inner rows, which were not 
wear the Newton pippin. 

The crop of apples recently gathered 
from the same orchard has demon- 
strated again and in an apparently 
conclusive manner that the pollina- 
tion is effective. The sides of the white 
winter pearmain trees nearest to the 
Newton pippin tree were heavily 
fruited out of proportion to other trees, 
and of the further branches of the 
same trees. The yield from the orchard 
for .six years back has been as fol- 
lows: 1894, 48,000 pounds: 1895, 60900 
pounds; 1896, 31.000 pounds; 1897, 29,000 
pounds; 1898, 43,000 pounds; 1839, 93,000 
pounds. Some allowance should, how- 


ever, be made for the past two dry 
years, Which have been favorable to 


large vields. 

The bloom of the orchard has beén 
profuse every year but, as will be 
seen by the foregoing figures, the trees 
did not fruit freely previous to 1898. 
In the fruit which was grown then 
the seeds were small. Mr. Ward has 
grafted and replanted about one hun- | 


dred Newton pippins in his orchard | 
as a substantial testimony of his 


faith in the potency of the pollination. 
It is estimated that when the Newton 
pippins shall have had a few years’ 
growth they will each have a bloom- 
ing capacity sufficient to pollinate the 
white winter pearmains .two rows 
deep around each tree.

If any of our readers notice | 
any of these indications on their peach 
trees it would be a kindness to report 
it, that a sentiment toward investiga- 
tion may be induced. A similar dis- 
ease is prevalent in Michigan, and it 
is known generally over that country 
as ‘little peach.” I have observed a 
similar trouble after a severe cold | 
spell, the fruit and foliage the follow- 
ing summer showing sadly the effect 
of an unnatural California winter. The 
symptoms correspond, with the ex- 
ception that the roots remain healthy, 
while in the disease called “little 
peach” the roots die back with the 
tops, and soon the tree ceases. to 
live. No explanation of the Michigan 
disease has been published. I believe 
it is due to a morbid condition of the 


sap and their newer cells, made un- 
healthy by physical causes, rather 


than that of bacterial origin, or fungi, 
as is the case with pear blight. In 
other words, it is the reverse of sun- 
burn. It is a mechanical damage done 
by cold. California is fortunate if 
this new disease comes from external 
causes. If it were akin to pear, 
blight, its eradication would be diffi- 
cult, if not impossible. 
The enormous proportions of the 
olive business in the European coun- 
tries are indicated by the fact that 
Spain produces annually about seven- 
ty-five million gallons of olive oil. 


whore a proper amount was used, and! Southern California as well. It can- 


not be done by nursery circular, land 
prospectus or pomological  insipidity. 
It must be done by the application of 
the same practical common segse that 


has made the orange, the lemon, the 


apricot and a half-dozen other indus- 
tries so successful. Olives will not 
come by spofittaneous germination, 
Strange as the statement may seem 
after listening to the platitudes of the 
last ten years upon the subject of un- 
earned olive increment. Cultivation, 
pruning, irrigation, fertilization, polli- 
nation, variety; selection, curing and 
market exploitation must prac- 
ticed, not talked of and left alone io 
resolve themselves into something 


tangible upon which to build an in- 


dustry. They. will not do it. The 
Times is not an enemy of olive cul- 
ture. On the contrary it is its friend, 
and will lend a hand to the spread of 
ali the practical information which 
will be brought out in establishing the 
new era in olive culture. The Times 
has the same interest in the olive 
that it has in the orange, and would 
rejoice just as heartily in its success; 
but it is not the mission of the hor- 
ticultural department to engage in 
fruit growing—to test conditions and 
establish facts relative to an industry 
to be of service to it. The news de- 
partment does not make news. it 
only records it.

themselves to the extent of placing it 
on foot. The Times will keep the rec- 
ord before the people, and do its part 
in the sacrifice by sending men to get 
an account of every. practical step 
made in the rejuvenation of the olive. 
The above remarks are the result of 
a letter received from a _ prominent 
Olive man who says in_ substance: 
“Now that The Times has got in and 
exposed the shortcomings of the busi- 
ness, Why does it not establish it on 
a better basis?’ Easy matter, isn’t it? 
I might establish the business. on 
paper again by quoting the Agricul- 
tural Department of the United 
States. It says: ‘“‘The census of 1890 
shows that the total olive productions 
of the United States in 1889 were 
worth $386,368 at wholesale _ prices.” 
The report further states that all 
these olivegy were produced in Califor- 
nia, and that the annual production 
of California since 1889 has been worth 
$775,000 in the primary markets. We 
cannot dispute these_figures, but the 
department's authority must have 
been running an olive nursery in Po- 
mona, for the report states in another 
place that 00,000 olive trees were sold 
from ‘the Pomona _ nurseries and 
planted in 1894-5. 


Contemplate these New Year’s gifts: 
“Peach yellows,” ‘peach rosette,” ‘“‘lit- 
tle peach,’’ two kinds of root rot, “saw 
fiy,’”’” “peach aphis’ and peach root 
borer—all threatening an invasion of 
California orchards through the im- 
portation of deciduous trees from east- 
ern nurseries. It is a fine thing the 
orange growers are compelled to grow 
their trees at home, even if they have 
been partial to the propagation of 
‘sport’? and other valueless varieties. 

The “lit- 
tle peach” dicease has cost Michigan 
$300,000, and threatens the entire peach 
industry of the country. It is a new 
disease, but does not come in the form 
of. a luxury. Wait for home-grown 
trees.

GENERAL FARM ITEMS. 


Get Ready for the Census Taker, 
REVIOUS censuses have been de- 
fective as far as agriculture is con-

Farmers often do 
not keep books and have no record of 
crops to refer to. When the enumer- 
ators come around the first of June 
they find it difficult to get anything 
like an accurate report of what was 
grown the preceding year. The farmer 
has forgotten some things, a& so much 
time has gone by since the crops were 
harvested and disposed of. The cen- 
sus will be of crops grown in the year 
1899. If a census is to be taken at all 
it should be full and accurate, and we 
should all be interested in having our 
calling show up as good as it is. 

Now, let every farmer who reads this 
paper sit down some eveainy and writ+ 
out now. While it is fresh in his n.ind, 
the information that the enumeimatier 
will want next steamer. He wiii call 
for the number of acres you had in 
each crop, and the number of bushe!s

The Hereford in England. 

HE victory of Her Majesty’s Here- 

ford steer in Bingley Hall on Satur- 

day was particularly gratifying to 
supporters of the famous beef breed 
of the West Midlands. The triumph of 
the Fiemish Farm bullock was satisfac- 
tory in that it was well deserved and 
unanimously approved of, in short, 
that it was indisputable and compiete. 
But for Hereford breeders it possessed 
a far deeper and more abiding cause 
for rejoicing. In 1881 and 1882 the Bing- 
ley Hall shows were championed by 
Hereford bullocks fed by John Price, 
Courthouse, Pembridge, but since the 
latter year no representative of the 
local variety had won the supreme 
honor until the Queen’s wonderful 
steer achieved it on Saturday. More 
than once the whitefaces have fought 
their way to the final combat; but in 
the end the reserve, instead of the 
more coveted card, has been their re- 
ward. So persistent had become the 
overthrow of the Hereford representa- 
tive at the vital moment that the sup- 
porters of the breed had wellnigh given 


up all hope of ever again seeing Mr. . 


Price’s achievement repeated even in 
part. Saturday’s well merited victory, 
however, will revive the wavering hopes 
of Hereford breeders, and it demon- 
strates very clearly that the Hereford 
breed is still capable of holding its 
own under the high pressure system 
of feeding, as it~so amply does in the 
ordinary practices of the country.—

Feeding of Pigs. 

MIE value of skim milk for pig feed- 

ing receives confirmatory testimony 

in the results of the recent experi- 
ments carried on at the Ontario Agri- 
cultural College, Guelph. Mr. Day, who 
superintended the proceedings, states 
that, for young pigs in particular, skim 
milk possesses a value which cannot 
be fully equalled by any substitute, and 
advises its inclusion in the ration of 
fattening pigs, if it cam be procured. 
For pigs just after weaning, Mr. Day 
states that he has found nothing bet- 
ter than wheat middlings and skim 
milk. When milk is not procurable in 
sufficient quantity, ground oilcake and 
ground flaxseed have been used in- 
stead, both being steeped with the 
middlings. The flaxseed was, if anything, 
the better substitute; but even that is 
not equal to milk, and it is remarked 
that it should not constitute more than 
§ per cent. of the total food. By the 
tirhe the pigs.are three months old a 
little ground grain—preferably barley— 
may be added, while a little later an 
allowance of roots—sugar beets for 
choice—should be given. 

The roots may be used either raw— 
in which case they must be pulped— 
or cooked. As far as the effect on the 
pig is concerned there is practically 
no difference, but the cooked roots are 
apparently more palatable than the 
raw. Jf potatoes are given they should 
always be cooked. Roots should not 
form more than 25 per cent. of the to- 
tal ration, and should be reduced or 
stopped altogether as the pigs approach 
maturity. A mixture of equal parts by 
weight of peas, barley and wheat mid- 
dlings, or shorts, has given very good 
resul.s, with final stages of fattening. 
Mr. Day has found no decided advan- 
tage from soaking the food over mix- 
ing it as required. e animals were 
given as much space as possible, as 
Mr. Day believes strongly in the bene- 
fits of a fair amount of exercise for all 
kinds of pigs.—[Birmingham (Eng.,)

T ISN’T done by underselling your 

neighbors or bringing your prices 

down to their lowest figure possible. 
A man’s success lies in three things— 
honesty, excellence and advertising. If 
you wish to sell a thing, have it the 
best of its kind, and put on a price ac- 
cording. Be sure that you do not repre- 
sent it to be more than it really is. 
No man likes to be duped; and even if 
you never expect to make another sale 
to him he will protect his friends and 
neighbors from being tricked by you. 
You must keep your reputation good. 
Study to make your articles look as 
well as possible. If live stock, keep 
them sleek and clean and fat: if small 
fruit, always put it in fresh crates, 
and carefully cull out all inferior or 
bruised or blighted fruit. You may not 
sell so many quarts, but you will be 
able to get better prices, and your 
fruit will be in demand next year. If 
peaches, apples, etc., market them in 
clean boxes that can be lined with 
clean paper, and whenever the paper 
becomes soiled reline them. Sell only 
perfectly sound fruit. Keep perfectly 
clean, white cloths around your rolls 
of butter. 

When you have anything for sale 
let it be known. Half of the battle for 
success lies in advertising. Goods may 
be worthy of speaking for themselves, 
but they will never be able to make an 
impression alone. Be sure you have a 
good thing; then tell men so. If you 
have a thing for sale, and see a man 
who wants or needs it, go after him and 
tell him so; you will be doing him a fa- 
vor. Be honest, work for excellence, 
advertise, and success will come.—[Jim

DEMAND FOR CALIFORNIA GOLD 


PROPERTIES INCREASING. 


Activity in Riverside County—dZinc 
Deposits Attracting Attention—Rich 
Silver Strike in Arizona—Big Mexi- 
can Property—The Elkton’s Great 
Strike—Mining Notes. 


Whether it 
war in South Africa has. interrupted 
the production of gold in that country, 
it is a fact that gold-mining prop- 
erties in California are now being 
more eagerly sought after.than ever 
before. While the demand for them is* 
not confined to this State; there is 
evidence to show that some prefer- 
ence is being given to California prap- 
erties and a number have lately been 
pufchased by eastern men. The Bos- 
ton people, who are so heavily in- 
terested in copper mines, are now fol- 
lowing. the lead of New Yorkers and 
asking for gold properties. lt is as- 
serted that Boston capitalists have 
over $10,000,000 invested in California 
mines, and are still buying. So far, 
most of the purchases have been in 
the northern counties, but the Boston 
people have their agents now looking 
over this southern field, and~- also 
in Arizona.’ One reason for the present 
demand for gold properties in Cali- 
fornia is explained in the fact, as 
now known, that but few of the mines 
in this State have been worked to their 
paying depth. The more powerful 
hoisting machinery now being used hag 
proyen that mines which had been 
abandoned or had been allowed to re- 
main idle, in the belief that they had 
been worked out can be profitably 
carried to a much”) greater depth. 
Again, it has been proven that ores 
which were of so low a grade as to 
be considered unprofitable, can be 
worked, if worked on a large scale, 
and made to pay well. The result of 
all these things has been to greatly 
increase the demand for gold: -bearing 
properties.

EXECUTIVE SESSION.

Councilmen Object to Having Their 
Individual Opinions Made Public. 
Inspection of Lake Shore 
Avenue. 


Rex Oil Company Sued for Alleged 
Failureato Keep an “Agreement, 
Whéreby an Agent Says 
He Lost. 


Swensen to Pay Damages for Flogging 
a Boy—Young Man’s Social Am- 
bitions—Police Sued for 
Damages. 


The City Council was to have held a 
session yesterday morning, but instead 
an executive meeting took place in the 
committee-room. The Adams-Phillips 
bid came up for discussion. Some of 
the Councilmen favor rejecting the bid 


and others of making an arrangement 


similar to that made with reference to 
the school bonds. The Council split 
on the proposition, and some wordy 
warfare was indulged in. 

The members of the Board of Public 
Works, accompanied by Councilman 
Pierce and Engineer Homer Hamlin. 
made an inspection of the proposed 
route of the Lake Shore avenue boule- 
vard yesterday. They were not favor- 
ably impressed with the value of the 
improvement, and as it appears that 
the cost to the city will be heavy, the 
project may be abandoned. 

An agreement between Seymour 
Bros. & Co. of New York and the city 
with reference to the school bonds has 


been made out in duplicate, and sirned 


by a representative of Seymour Bros. 


This por- 
tion of the report is based on the re- 
cent report of the expert sanitary en- 
gineer, Rudolph Hering, who recently 
inspected the city sewers. | 

M. Lewis began an $80,000 suit against 
the Rex Oil Company yesterday, alleg- 
ing that that amount is due him for 
a failure to comply with an agreement 
whereby Gervaise Purcells, an agent, 
was to obtain a purchaser for the com- 
pany’s sixty-five oil wells, and receive 
for his services anything over $100,000 
he could get. Michael Joseph, it is 
averred, offered to purchase the prop- 
erty for $180,000. 

Anthon Swensen was sued in Judge 
Trask’s court yesterday for flogging a 
boy named Louis F. Estrada, and the 
court gave judgment for $100 damages. 

A warrant charging A. FE. Schaeffer, 
a young man, with insanity, has been 
issued. _Schaeffer had the queer pro- 
pensity of persisting in calling on fash- 
ionable society. He will be unmolested, 
however, if he shows no further. signs 
of mental derangement. 

Reginald Valenzuena began a $10,000, 
damage suit against Chief of Police 
Glass and two officers yesterday, al- 
leging that they arrested him without 
cause and detained him in the City Jail 
for two days. 


[AT THE CITY HALL] 
BOND ISSUE DISCUSSED. 


COUNCIL HOLDS ANOTHER VERY 
MYSTERIOUS SESSION. 


A Public Session Develops into a 
Secret .Wrangle in the Committee- 
room—Adams-Phillips Bid the Sub- 
ject of Dispute—Lake Shore Avenue 
Boulevard Inspected. 


Yesterday the members of the City 


Council once again tried to demon- 


strate their ability to transact public 
business and earn their salaries by 
toying with the important bond propo- 
sitions, now pending, in secret con- 
clave. Councilman Toll, who seems to 
have had a particularly bad attack of 
the prevalent secret session fever, ad- 
mits that he is opposed to having the 
mental processes by which the con- 
clusions of the Council are reached 
known to the public, and this is given 
as a reason why matters of import are 
transacted behind closed doors. 

It had been announced that there 
would be a session of the Council at 
10 a.m. yesterday, and at that hour 
the Clerk and a policeman, who acts 
as sergeant-at-arms, occupied the 
Council chamber. Instead of entering 
this room, the Councilmen filed into 
the committee-room across the hall 
from the Mayor’s office. The report- 
ers repeatedly demanded admittance, 
but this was denied. 

The meeting had been called for a 
consideration of the Adams-Phillips 
bid for the water bonds, and this ques- 
tion was at once taken up. The Pasa- 
dena company is anxious to make an 
arrangement with the city similar to 
that entered into by the city with Sey- 
mour Bros. & Co. of New York, with 
reference to the school bonds. Inas- 
much as no action looking toward the 
acceptance of this bid has been taken 
by the Council, it was deemed only 
fair that some understanding should be 
had between the company and the city. 
The bid offered for the water bonds 
was par, accrued interest, and a pre- 
mium of $7000, and was accompanied 
by a certified check for $21,000. 

The question under discussion was 
what to do with the bid and the 
offer of the company to make a sim- 
ilar arrangement as had been made 
with reference to the school bonds. 
The City. Attorney’s office and the 
firm of Lee & Scott, which has been 
associated in the water litigation, 
have advised the Council that it is for 
the best interest of the city to hold the 
bid and return the certified check, 
substituting a contract therefor. This 
recommendation was made because it 
is believed by the lawyers for the 
city that the legal position of the city 


would be strengthened at some. sub- 
sequent time if such action were 
taken. Desnite these recommenda- 


tions there was a split In the ranks 
on the proposition, some of the Coun- 
cilmen recommending that all bids be 
rejected, and that the city advertise 
anew. On this point.-the’ ‘two mem- 
bers of the Council who are recog- 
nized as the leaders, disagreed, and 
the lines were very sharply drawn 
amiong ‘the other Councilmen. In 
support of the proposition to _ reject. 
the bids, it was argued that the pre- 
mium of $7000 was a mere bagatelle

sary to at once secure a good bid, if 
possible. 

In opposition to this view, it was 
held that in the present muddled state 
of the water bond litigation it was

city would be greatly weakened if the 
present bid were allowed to go by the 
board. Quite a war of words occurred 
at one time, and things got very lively 

the committee-room. 

With the debate and a declaration 
of the stand which each member 
took on the proposition, the session 
finally got so muddled that it was im- 
possible to arrive at any. conclusion, 
much less to take action in the mat- 
ter. About 10:45 President Silver, 
apparently somewhat angry, came 
out of the committee-room, marched 
down the hallway to the Council 
(Chamber, called the Clerk, and pro- 
‘eeded to have a Council session all 
by himself. The roll was called. Pres- 
ident Silver was the only one 
answered. The session was then 
clared adjourned on account of a lack 
of a quorum, 

A significant remark was made by 
one of the Councilmen after the ses- 
sion, which indicated that it would 
not be possible for any of the facts 
to be suppressed very much tipnger.

Many of the members declared after 
yesterday’s session that they. wouid 
never again go into executive session. 


OUTFALL SEWER. 
ENGINEER HAS HIS SAY. 
More or less comment has been made 
on the fact that the outfall sewer, a 
rather intricate piece of engineering 
work, is not in the hands of the City 
engineer. In his report to the Sewer 
Committee, Rudolph Hering says he 
should advise that the entire sewer sys- 
tem of. the city be placed in the hands 
of the City Engineer, as that official 
should be best calculated to take proper 
care of the sewer. The Mayor is of the 
same opinion, and has said so on sev- 
eral occasions. This question is again 
brought to the attention of the Gouncil 
in the annual report of the City Engi- 
neer, who says that if anything happens 
to the sewer, the blame will be laid 
upon his office. The report quotes lib- 


erally from Engineer Hering’s report, 


and. sums up the situation as follows: 
“The outfall sewer is not in charge 
of the City Engineer, still the work 
presents so many novel engineering 
features and is now in such a peculiarly 
interesting and dangerous condition 
that I cannot forbear’ volunteering 
some data and placing myself on record 
with reference to what, if continued, 
will result. in scandal and censure. 
“With the cost of the outfall sewer in 
mind and its imperative use by Los An- 
geles admitted, I am compelled to pro- 
test against allowing any consideration 
or indifference to the matter to longer 
remain unofficially unrecognized by the 
Council. In case of sewer collapse, 
whatevér we might say, this depart- 
ment would be popularly charged with 
the whole business. I take the oppor- 
tunity of protesting to the Council 
against allowing the subject to be 
pigeon-holed and forgotten.” 


BOULEVARD PROJECT. 
LAKE SHORE AVENUE IN- 
SPECTED. 

If the property-owners interested in 
the improvement of Lake Shore ave- 
nue from Boylston street to Sunset 
boulevard persist in the present plan 
to make a pleasure drive of this por- 
tion of the thoroughfare, it is more 
than likely that there will be a lively 
fight in the Council over the matter. 
Several months ago a plan was out- 
lined to connect Elysian Park with the 
west entrance to the Third-street tun- 
nel by a boulevard. The route’ se- 
lected was along Lake Shore avenue, 
past Echo Park on the west side, and 
from that point to Elysian Park. ~The 
proposition met with favor in the Coun- 
cil and the Mayor was authorized to 
sign what property the city owned 
along the route to a petition for the 
improvement. In addition, an item of 
$1500 was included in the annual budget 
for defraying the city’s portion of the 
expense. 

The Northwestern Improvement As- 
sociation took an active interest in 
the project and an arrangement was 
made, whereby a number of lots just 
north of the park site were to be deeded 
to the city for an extension of the 
grounds. The plans for the boulevard 
and park addition were about perfected 
and everything was running smoothly 
until last Monday, when two of the 
heavy property-owners appeared before 
the Council and strenuously protested 
against proceeding further with the 
boulevard project, which they charac- 
terized as a real-estate scheme engi- 
neered in.the interest of property lying 
north of Echo Park. Gen. Last ad- 
dressed the Council at length, and as 
a result of his presentation of the case, 
the matter was referred back to the 
Board of Public Works. 

The board has favored the plan all 
the time, and has been convinced that 
it was a laudable and necessary im- 
provement. The question had been dis- 
cussed and a report prepared, favoring 
the construction of the boulevard in 
accordiance with the plan. previously 
agreed to by the Council. Yesterday, 
however, the project received a severe 
setback. The three members of the 
board, Messrs. Blanchard, Pierce and 
Todd, accompanied by Councilman Pes- 
sell, Engineer Homer Hamlin and rep- 
resentatives of the press, made an in- 
spection of the proposed route, and the 
previous opinion held by the board 
with regard to the value of the im- 
provement to the city was much 
changed. 

Beginning at the west entrance to 
the Third-street tunnel, the proposed 
boulevard runs westward on Third 
street to Figueroa street, north on 
Figueroa street to Second street, west- 
ward on Second street to Boylston 
street, where Lake Shore avenue be- 
gins. From this point the boulevard, 
as proposed, follows Lake Shore ave- 
nue northward to Sunset

Running north from this point, Lake 
Shore avenue winds between low foot- 


hills, which obscure the view until 
Rellevue avenue is reached. Here 


and there along the sides of the hol- 
low small cottages in various stages 
of disrepair greet the eye. 
vue avenue northward, 
avenue skirts the western shore 
the lake, and this part of the drive 
offers many pleasing possibilities . in 
the way of scenic effect. Arriving at 
Sunset boulevard, where it joins 
Reservoir street, the proposed boule- 
vard comes to an end, no plan for 
connecting with the drives in. Elysian 
Park having been perfected. 

At the request of a member of the 
Council, Engineer Hamlin made a 
rough estimate of the cost to the city 
of the proposed improvement. The 
frontage which the eity now controls 
on the street amounts to about 2001) 
feet, and the property which it is pro- 
posed to deed to the city in further- 
ance of the plan, and upon which it 
is safe to’ assume the owners would 
not yav the cost 
aneants to 1600 feet more. The esti- 
mated per front foot assessment made 
by the City Engineer's office, after 
thorough surveys, is. $1.8". At this: 
rate the cost to the city from: the as- 
sessment alone would be $6732. In ad- 
dition it would be necessary to . pipe 
the main supply ditch from Reservoir 
street to Echo Park Lake. This would 
probably require a thirty-inch pipe, 
and would cost at least $1200. The 
total cost of this part of the work the 
engineer estimated at $8209. The aban- 
donment of the storm drain, previously

spoken of, was characterized as a 
serious matter, and one that might 
involve considerable expense _ to the 


city. 

One of the prominent oil men in the 
western field, speaking of the matter 
yesterday, said that the oil industry 
had ruined the section, and that the 
oil men wished to make some repara- 
tion to the  property-owners. That 
there might be no- question about the 
success of the plan, several pieces of 
property had been bought to insure a 
majority of the frontage. The ¢€ oun- 
cilman to whom these remarks were 
addressed, made no comment, but 
the utility of a boulevard for he uling 
oil and the futility of a pleasure Lrive 
through a ruined ——' may ‘have 

c ed to him just the same. 
“The difficulty which the board will 
have. to face, if it alters the stand 
previously taken on the matter, is that 
the. city has already committed itself 
to’the project, and upon this suppost- 
tion those interested have spent con- 
siderable time in perfecting arrange- 
ments. It is also asserted by those 
who favor the boulevard that it will 
afford a much-needed outlet to a large 
section of the country north of Echo 
Park. Some time ago a plan was pro- 
posed to run a similar drive northward 
from Bellevue avenue on Echo Park 
road. At that time careful surveys 
were made by the engineer. This 
project may possibly be broached as a 
compromise. 


SCHOOL BONDS. 
THE AGREEMENT SIGNED. 

Some time ago the city consented to 
return the $5000 certified check pre- 
sented by Seymour Bros. & Co. of New 
York with their bid for the schoo!) 
bonds. Yesterday an agreement, to be 
signed in duplicate, was filed with the 
City Clerk. Seymour Bros. & Co. have 
already signed, through their agent, 
and it only remains for the Council to 
authorize. the City Clerk to sign for 
the city, to put the agreement into 
effect. The document recites the va- 
rious steps that led up to the issue of 
the bonds, and the presentation and 
acceptance of the bid for the $200,000 
issue, and provides that in case the 
bonds shall prove a legal and binding 
obligation on the city the terms of the 
bid shall be complied swith. In his re- 
port to the Council the City Attorney 
will say: 

“IT submit to you copies of the pro- 
posed contract with Seymour Bros. & 
Co. of New York for the return to them 
of the $5000 deposit which accompanies 
their bid for the $290,000 school bonds; 
Seymour Bros. & Co. agreeing, in con- 
sideration of the return to them of the 
said deposit that they will take and 
receive said bonds and pay therefor 
$2.51 premium on each $19) of said 
bonds, less a discount on the premium, 
proportioned upon the average life of 
said bonds at the time of their deliv- 
ery with their present average life on 
the premium above specified, when the 
final decision of the Supreme Court of 
the State shall have declared them to 
be legally issued, and a legal and bind- 
ing obligation upon the city.”

company to get it to convey him the 
wells for $100,000, but, it is alleged, the 


company absolutely. refused to do go, 
to his damage in the sum of $80,999, 
It is claimed that. the Rex 
enjoyed net profits from their property 
of about $7500 a month. On Novem- 
ber 11 Purcell says he offered to make 
an examination of the property in de- 
tail, and to carry out the terms of the 
agreement, But he found, it is -al- 
leged, that the defendants had, fraudu- 
lently and with utter bad faith, sold 
the wells to Easton, Eldridge & Co. 
In preparing to enter into possession 


of the wells, Purcell claims that he 
spent $1990 In various ways, and he 
feels that for all his damages “he 
should he remunerated in full, to say 
nothing of the fact that the wells 


since October 14 have greatly increased 
in value,

REVIEW OF THE REAL ESTATE 
OUTLOOK. 


A Steady Demand ffor’ First-class 
Property Has Prevailed and 
Prices Have Been 
Good. 


Broadway the Favorite Business Street 
and for Residences Westlake 
Park District and the 
Southwest. 


The Lakeshore: Boulevard—Sidewalks 
Needed—Real Estate Convention. 
Handsome New Residences 
for Grand. Avenue. 


The past week has been a quiet one 
in local real estate circles. Holiday 
preparations have occupied the minds 
of most citizens and interfered to some 
extent with business. 

THE REAL ESTATE OUTLOOK. 

Now that the year is drawing to a 
close it is an appropriate time to glance 
at the condition of local real estate. 

The past year has not been charac- 


' terized by anything in the nature of a 


boom, but there has been a steady de- 
mand for good property at fair prices, 


while building improvement has gone 


forward without ceasing. oe 
BUSINESS PROPERTY. 

In business property Broadway has 
still had the call over other thorough- 
fares. The demand for property on this 
street, between Second and Seventh, 
has been ahead of the supply at mar- 
ket prices. This active demand for 
Broadway property has had its effect 
on Hill street, which is beginning to 
come into demand as a_ prospective 
business thoroughfare. The coming 
ear is likely to see a marked advance 
n prices of Hill-street property, be- 
tween Second and _§ Fifth. The side 
streets between Main and Hill and First 
and Seventh have also come _ promi- 
nently to the front during the past year 
and several sales have been made at 
good figures. 

Spring street hag held its own, with- 
out many sales of importance. Prop- 
erty on this thoroughfare is regarded 
by the owners as gilt-edge and most of 
them hold it as a permanent invest- 
ment.. 

Main-street property has been the 
weakest of the three leading business 
streets. In some cases there has been a 


slight decline in prices. The opportu- 


nity for owners of property on South 
Main street, below the junction of 
Broadway, to work up something of a 
boom in that direction and-to improve 
the value of their holdings is still 
open, but it is not likely to remain so 
long, as the terfdency above referred 
to for business to slip over from Broad- 
way into Hill streetis increasing, and 
unless the South Main-street people soon 
come together and push things they 
are likely to be left out in the cold for 
many years to come. 

North of First street, on Spring and 
Main streets, there has been some talk 
of building improvements, but they 
have ended in talk. The decline in rents 
and values in this section of the city, 
which only a few years ago was the 
choicest fect’ section, is an instance 
of the effec which a_ short-sighted 
policy on part of property-owners has 
on real estate values. If half a dozen 
other property-owners had shown the 
same enterprise displayed by Mr. Bul- 


lard in putting up his fine block on the | 


site of the old Courthouse, rents be- 
tween First and Temple streets would 
today be twice as high as they are, and 
the merghants would be making more 
money. 

North Broadway effords something 
of an exception to this condition of af- 
fairs, during the past year the de- 


mand for property on that street: hav-. 


ing somewhat improved. It has be- 


come evident in many that, as The 


Times has frequently remarked, prop- 
erty on Broadway between First and 
Temple, at the prices that have pre- 
vailed during the past few years, cer- 
tainly offers greater chances for profit 
than similar property on South Broad- 
way, where from three to five times as 
much per front foot is asked. The 
opening of the North Broadway tunnel 
will undoubtedly prove a great stim- 
ulus to travel on the street, and a 
marked improvement is expected. 
RESIDENCE PROPERTY. 

The chief demand has been for lots 
in two sections of the city, where the 
finest improvements have ‘been made, 
namely, around Westlake Park, and in 
the southwest. The advance of the oil 
wells toward Westlake Park: has not 
had so injurious an effect on property 
values as might have been expected. 
Owners, as well as investors, appor- 
ently rely on the ability and good sense 
of the Council to restrict further in- 
cursions on part of the oil men... A 
number of handsome new residences 
have gone up in this section, and more 
are planned for the new year. 


__..The southwestern part of town has 


been so thickly built up during the 
past few years that vacant lots are 
becoming the exception, rather than 
the rule, and prices throughout the 
greater part of this section have stif- 
fened of late. The exceptionally good 
car facilities of this part of town have 
had a great effect in promoting settle- 
ment, a fact which should be noted by 
owners of property in other parts of 
the city. 

e The near-in hill section has not made 
the advance that was expected at the 
beginning of the year, when the big 
improvements between Third and 
Sixth streets were under way. It was 
expected that the Third-street tunnel 
would be open by this time, but that 
improvement has been much delayed. 
Then again, the high cost and frequent 
inconveniences attached to gradings 
work in the hill sections have discour- 
aged a good many investors in open- 
ing up new hill residence sections. It 
would be a good idea for the city to 
adopt the suggestion that has _fre- 
quently been made in these columns 
and follow the natural contour of the 
ground, as was done at Crown Hill 
and at Angelefio. Heights, rather than 
to cut deep gashes and make heavy 
fills, involving great expense and dis- 
figuring the landscape. 

That part of the hill section in the 
old: oil district still continues depressed 
and semi-deserted, a warning of what 
may be expected in other residence 
sections should the ail well invade 
them. 

The extreme northwestern part of 
the city sti:l remains in statu quo, few 
improvements having been made there. 
The great natural attractions of this 
section have frequently been re- 
ferred to, and must in time make of 
it a favorite residence section, provided 
the right kind of improvements are in- 
augurated. 

Boyle Heights has seen a prosperous 
year, the opening of the new street- 
car line and the improvement of Hol- 
lenbeck Park having directed the at- 
tention of investors and home-seekers 
this way, and a number of new resi- 
dences have been erected. 

_ East Los Angeles property continues 
quiet. If the much-talked-of boule- 
vard could be built through East Los 
Angeles, avoiding the long ride through

the railroad tracks and factory sec- 
tion north of the Plaza, this charm- 
ing residence section would, undoubt- 
edly, experience a rapid growth. The

LAKESHORE BOULEVARD. 

It seems to be a most difficult thing 
to get a real boulevard built in Los An- 
geles. Many have been built on paper 
during the past ten years, but the first 
one still has to be seen in fact. — 

It was to be hoped that the construc- 
tion of what is known as Lakeshore 
boulevard, from the east side of the 
Third-street tunnel to Elysian Park was 
a certainty, .but another obstacle has 
come up in the shape of a protest from 
parties owning oil land which the boule- 
vard would pass near the old Second- 
street Park. These parties claim—and 
there is doubtless some justice in the 
claim—that their property, being only 
valuable for oil at present, would not 
be benefited by the boulevard improve- 
ments and they also claim that the 
boulevard in that section wauld soon be 
cut up by the oil wagons. They are will- 
ing to pay a part of the assessment 
against their property but protest 
against paying all of it. 

The Times has heretofore published 
full particulars in regard to this pro- 
posed improvement, which-is a desirablé 
one, opening up a territory that is now 


almost inaccessible and bringing Elys- |. 


ian and Griffith parks into easy reach 
Residents in 
the northern part of Los Angeles, which 
has been much neglected in the allot- 
ment of public funds, have a right to 
expect a little consideration from the 
Council. 
SIDEWALKS NEFDED. 


While enterprising contractors in 
search of a job have succeeded in in- 
ducing the Council to lay sidewalks 
in all sorts of out-of-the-way locations, 
where they will not be needed for many 
years, there are some close-in streets 
which have been entirly neglected in 
this respect. One of thes@ is Temple 
street, between Bunker Hil! avenue and 
Pearl streets, where th sidewalk is like 
the bed of a rocky mountain stream 
and after a rain is almost impassable. 
This street is much traveled and some 
way should be found to compel prop- 
erty-owners to make a decent sidewalk. 
PROPOSED REAL ESTATE CON. 

VENTION. 

The Merchants’ and Manufacturers’ 
Association is in receipt of a communi- 
cation from T. J. Skaggs, secretary of 
the Texas Real Estate Association at 
Fort Worth, stating that a movement 
is on foot to call a national or inter- 
national convention of real-estate own- 
ers, dealers and promoters, and asking 
if local organizations wish to assist 
in working up such a gathering. 


REAL ESTATE TREATY. 


A cispatch from Washington states 
that the President has again sent to 
the Senate the treaty between the 
United States and Great Britain relat- 
ing to the tenure and disposition of 
real estate and personal property. The 
treaty provides “that where, on the 
death of any person holding real prop- 
erty within the territories of one of the 
contracting parties, such _ property 
would by the laws of the land pass to 
a citizen or subject of the other, were 
he not disqualified by the laws of the 
country where such real property is 
situated, such citizen or subject snall 
be allowed a term of three years in 
which to sell the same, this term to be 
reasonably prolonged if circumstances 
render it necessary.” 


BUILDING. 


The contract for one of the finest 
residences that has yet been erected 
in Los Angeles was filed a few days 
ago. It is to be built by Kaspare 
Cohn, on the southwest corner of 
Grand avenue and Adams street, un- 
der the supervision of A. M. Edelman 
as architect. The Builder and Con- 
tractor gives the following description 
of the building: 

It will be two stories, with large at- 
tic, and basement, and will cover a 
floor space of about 65x98 feet. The 
foundation walls, piers, footings and 
chimneys will be of hard-burnt brick, 
laid up with cement mortar. The ex- 
terior walls, lintels, window sills, porch 
and veranda columns, bases, caps and 
balustrades, from the ground line to 
the second-story floor joists, will be in 
Arizona sandstone. The stone in the 
basement walls to be rock faced and 
laid in alternate wide and narrow 
courses from the ground line up to the 
sill courses, and smooth-faced from 
the sill courses to the top of the first- 
story walls. The columns, caps, etc., 
will be turned and artistically carved. 
The main front steps will be granite; 
the basement, side porches and steps, 
cement. From the top of the first-story 
walls the exterior will be open timber 
work, with cement plaster filling over 
expanded-metal lath. The roof will be 
covered with slate shingles, of an un-| 
fading green color, with galvanized- 
iron ridges, etc. Entire oak floors will 
be laid in the first story, main hall, 
dressing-rooms and closets; the parlor, 
sitting, dining and breakfast-rooms 
will have pine floors, with a two-foot 
oak border. The _ second-story main 
hall and chambers will have a two-foot 
maple border; the bath and dressing- 
rooms of the second story, entire maple 
floors. The attic, which will contain 
servants’ quarters, and a large.assem- 


bly hall, will have a polished pine floor. 
The doors will be quarter-sawed oak |

SANTA BARBARA COUNTY. 


PRESIDENT OF THE PENNSYLVA- 
NIA RAILROAD DEAD. 


Dr. Edward H. Williams, General 
Manager of the System, and Vice- 
President of Baldwin Locomotive 
Works, Expires at Arlington Hotel. 
Railroad Contract. 


SANTA BARBARA, Dec. 21.—[Reg- 
ular Correspondence.] Dr. Edward H. 
Williams of Philadelphia died at 6:10 
o'clock this morning in his room at the 
Arlington Hotel. A nurse and Dr. 
were with him. Dr. Williams was for 
many years president of the Baldwin 
Locomotive Works, but resigned some 
time ago on account of failing health, 
and became vice-president. He was 
also president of the Pennsylvania 
Railroad and its general manager. He 
was 75 years old, and leaves a son and 
a daughter. The body will be placed 
in a vault here until spring. The fun- 
eral services will be held here Saturday 
morning at 10 o'clock. 

There is sorrow throughout the town 
and every flag is at the half mast. Dr. 
Williams has spent his winters here, 
with two exceptions, for nineteen 
years past, and there is not an insti- 
tution in the city to which he has hot 
given liberally, and there are very 
many persons here who have felt the 
good effects of his generosity. 

In November last Dr. Williams suf- 
fered a severe attack of heart trouble. 
These attacks have come two or three 
times since, and it was one of them 
that caused his death, whigh was quite 
sudden. At a little past 2 o’clock this 
morning the doctor’s breathing became 
difficult and faintness came over him. 
His nurse assisted him to a large chair, 
where he was more comfortable... But 
he realized that the end was at hand, 
and his relatives were summoned, but 
it was too late. 

Dr. Williams wag one of the greatest 
philanthropists of the United States, 
and his charity had the breadth of mil- 
lions. He has always been the possessor 
of a great deal of money, but never 
amassed his income into a still larger 
fortune. He regarded himself rather as 
trustee of what he had and made it his 
life object to uplift all who ame 
about him. He gave with a sensible 
hand and quietly, but he gave as few 
men ever gave before. 

HIS SUCCESSFUL CAREER. 

Dr.. Williams was born at Wood- 
stock, Vft., Juné 1, 1824, 6f an old and 
prominent family. His father was the 
Hon. Norman Williams, for seventeen 
years Secretary of State of Vermont. 
His mother was Mary Anne Went- 
worth. The deceased was one of seven 
children. A brother,- Henry B. Wil- 
liams, came to this coast in early 
days, and was well known as senior 
member of the firm of Williams, 
Dimond & Co. of San Francisco. He 
also died at the Arlington Hotel here, 
several years ago. 

Dr. Williams graduated from the 
medical college at Woodstock place at 
an early age, and practiced his pro- 
fession, and was Admiral Dewey's 
family physician during his short 
practice. He had been a schoolmate 
of the admiral’s. He soon became 
identified with the Vermont Central 
Railroad, and entered the surveying 
department. He rose to general man- 
ager and was soon called to the Penn- 
Sylvania road, and the Baldwin Loco- 
motive Works. He was superintendent 
of several roads, and it is said of him 
that he knew every man in the employ 
of his lines, and could go into any cab 
on the road and call the engineer by 
name. 
retained to the end. 

Travel, charity and amateur pho- 
tography became the three pastimes of 
Dr. Williams’s later years. He had 
been twice around the world, and had 
traveled all over the Western Hemis- 
phere. Wherever he went the chari- 
ties flourished. 

In 1889 Mrs. Williams died at Rose- 
mont, Pa., and in 1892 a son, William 
Williams, passed away. The two chil- 
dren are Prof. Edward H. Williams, 
Jr., of Lehigh, and Mrs. William  F. 
Dreer, at present a resident of Santa 
Barbara. Deceased came here in the 
belief that this place afforded the 
best climate for his sufferings, due to 
catarrhal trouble. He had a beauti- 
ful home in this city. His estate is 
valued at fifty to seventy millions, and 
it is not yet known what disposition 
will be made of his possessions, though 
it is believed that a number of local 
charities, and perhaps many elsewhere, 
have been well remembered.

Cook for chastity and purity of char- 
acter was of the very best. Many aiso 
testified as to threats made by Cook 
to kill his wife if she left him or told of 
his immoral practices, Mrs.. Graham, 
wife of. Jailer Graham, testifled as to 
Mrs. Cook's condition when she was 
brought to the jail the next day after 
she had killed her husband; that her 
mind seemed almost gone; that she was 
very thin in flesh, 
and hysterical, and that she begged 
not to be left alone.
